transgression.     (Second  Article  of  Faith.) 

The  story,    meaning,   and  consequ 
of  the  so-called   transgression  of  Adam, 

often  known  as  "  The  Fall,"  can  be  read 
and  understood  only  in  terms  of  the 
origin  and  nature  of  man. 

Man     is     etemal.  That     is,     he     has 

existed  from  the  dim  beginning,  and  he 
will  continue  to  exist  forever  into  the 
future.  In  tin-  language  of  modern  re- 
\  elation,  man  was  "  in  the  beginning  with 
God/'  and  also,  M  he  shall  be  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting.  In  short,  he  is  an 
indestructible  unit  of  the  universe,  whose 
immortality  extends  back  into  the  past  as 
forward  into  the  future. 

Such  a  view  implies  that  man,  as  an  in- 
telligent being,  lived  before  he  came  upon 
earth,  that  is,  that  he  has  a  pre-existent 
history;  and  that  life  on  earth  must  have 
a  definite  connection  with  pre-existent 
hie.  Indeed,  pre-existence  and  the  con- 
tinuity of  life,  unbroken  throughout  the 
generations  of  time,  are  settled  doctrines 

of  the  restored  Cospci  of  the  Lord  fesus 
Christ.

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This  conception  frees  Adam  <md  Eve 
from  the  charge  that  they  by  sin  brought 
upon  man  the  miseries  ol  life.  Let  it  be 
remembered  that  every  person  who  conies 
into  the  world  from  the  pre -existent  stair 
accepted  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Father, 
including  the  mission  of  Adam  and  Eve. 
Indeed,  all  men  became  patties  hi  that 
sense  to  Adam's  "  transgression,"  and 
are  in  part  as  much  to  blame  or  to  praise 
as  Adam  himself.

An  attempt  to  punish  the  innocent  for  the 
crimes  of  the  guilty  is  abhorrent,  and  be- 
longs to  evil  or  barbaric  people  and  con- 
ditions. True  it  is,  that  one  man's  fault 
may  injure  others.  Thai  is  too  evident 
in  our  man-made  society.  But  there  is 
an  eternity  of  difference  between  suffering 
for  the  mistakes  of  others  and  being 
punished   for  the   sins  of  others.
